Ojxle F. Lane, union presi- 
dent. said the carriers plan to 
cancel their , agreement with the 
union on hospital, medical and 
insurance bene^ts Saturday in 


violation of the Railroad Labor 
Act. 


He said that, unless the bene- 
fits are continued the conduc- 
tors and Mikemen wiU quit 
work cn altfiaSroads except a 
few which have their tmn health 
and hospital plans with Ihe un- 
ion.

Wolfe, chief negotiator for the 
carriers in Washington. 


Denying that the railroads 
plan to withdraw the^ union's 
benefit plan, Wolfe expressed 
confldance that the courts will 
grant them an injunction "and 
we WHI not peimit them to ear- 
ly out a strike." 


Lane claimed that the car- 
riers are attempting to use the 
issue to force the unionj into ac- 
cepting a new wage-rules con- 
tract. 


Wolfe countered that **under 
the terms cf the poSacy contract, 
IVavelers Insurance announced 
terminatioh of the policy*, giving 
both Runagement and union 90 
days notice of its cancellatkm." 


Wolfe said Travelers raised 
the cost of the policy by 14.90 a 
month per msn, that the rail- 
roads* managenicnt had a g r ^ 
to absorb the additional expense 
but the conductors and brake- 
men, in turn, must accept the 
benefits as iiiart oif a "pattern 
settlement.'*

Biggest Of War 


SAIGON (AP) — More Ameri- 
can and Communist troops were 
killed last week than ever be- 
fbre in the Vietnam war, U.S. 
military 
headquarters 
an- 
nounced today. 


The United Stetes lost 274 
dead and the Communists 2.774, 
the American command said. 


While the Communist death 
toll set a record for the second 
straight week, the U.S. total 
exceeded a record of 240 that 
had stood since the battle of the 
la Drang Valley in November 
190S. 


Although the ground war has 
been rdatively quiet for the 
past few days, the casualty 
summary for last week empha- 
sized the growing intensity of 
the struggle in Vietnam. Many 
of the casualties were suffered 
in one of the war's deadliest one-

The weekly casualty sum* 
mary reported 1,320 Americans 
were wounded last week, the 
third highest toUl of the war, 
and 12 were missing. 


Apollo Fire 
Cause Inquiry 
Finding Doubted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Rep. 
Olin E. Teague, a congressional 
space watchdog, sakl today, "I 
don't think we will ever know 
what caused that fire" which 
kiUed three Apollo astronauts. 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) is 
expected to release its final re- 
port about April • on the Janu- 
ary accident. The astronauts 
died in their spacecraft on a 
launch pad at Cape Kennedy. 
Fla.. during tests.

In addition, the fact that 
over one thousand acres ad­ 
joining this site are now un­ 
used allows a greater oppor­ 
tunity for conservation educa­ 
tion.

Special Education was the 
subject of a talk by Raymond 
L. Godmer, superintendent of 
the 
Delta-Schoolcraft 
Inter­ 
mediate School District, to the 
Better Hearing and Speech So­ 
ciety at the Chamber of Com­ 
merce 
Building 
Wednesday 
night. 


In his definition of special 
•ducation, Godmer said that 
children with mental and physi­ 
cal handicaps need special help 
to prepare them for adult re­ 
sponsibilities and social accep­ 
tance. 


Godmer noted needs and pro­ 
-am s provided in numerous 
foreign countries, adding that 
the United States established 
some special education schools 
in 1827. Programs expanded in 
the United States during the 
early 1900’s and have made 
great progress in the last five 
years. 


Michigan was in the forefront 
in establishing special educa­ 
tion classes and by 1848 had 
separated the blind and deaf 
teaching programs. The addi­ 
tion of the Vocational Rehabili­ 
tation Department in 1923 made 
available 
guidance and job 
training 
for 
handicapped 
youngsters. Michigan has had 
two consultants 
for special 
education, recently adding two 
more. A new state director for 
special education has also been 
added. 


Godmer told the group that 
one-half mill had been certi­ 
fied for special education this 
year in the district and went on 
to explain some of the pro­ 
blems. The prime problem is 
recruiting stâtf because the de­ 
mand so far outreaches the 
supply. Transportation, lack of 
space, lack of plan, and reor­ 
ganization problems are added 
obstacles. A need of acceptance 
by teachers and administrators 
is an intangible but equally 
important factor.

NEW YORK (AP) - Some 
Roman Catholic diui'chmcn see 
no major shift in the church’s 
position on birth control in thft 
latest encyclical issued by Pope 
Paul VI. 


But Dr. Alan F. Guttmachei*, 
president of the Planned Par­ 
enthood Federation of America, 
said the Pope’s remarks were 
“a very great step forward.” 


The aspects of the encyclical 
dealing with social and econom­ 
ic equality drew at least initial 
suspicion from the conser\^ative 
business community in Italy, 


The Pope, in the encyclical 
issued Tuesday, gave the sup­ 
port of the Roman Catholic 
Church to governmental birth 
control education to check the 
population explosion so long as 
this education does not violate 
*‘moral law.” 


On Contraceptives 
The papal statement did not 
relax title church’s long-standing 
ban on chemical or mechanical 
methods of birth control.

PO Politics 
Ban Is Asked 


MARQUSTTE, — Congre«- 
man Phil Ruppe (R-Houghton) 
today called for elimination of 
political influence in the ap­ 
pointment of postmasters and 
rural letter carriers. At a break­ 
fast meeting of the Ishpeming- 
Marquette Chambera of com­ 
merce at Northwoods Restau­ 
rant, R u i^ said, *'l have in­ 
troduced legislation to end 
political wheeling and dealing 
in making postal appointments. 


*The postal service is too 
important”, Ruppe stated, **to 
be lead by those wiio got there 
as a result of a political pay­ 
off. It is a sorry fact that in 
the last seven years only 35s'o 
of 
postmaster appointnments 
have been made from the ranks 
of career postal employes.” 


The Midiigan lawmaker said 
he is ‘‘disturbed over tiie high­ 
ly political naiture of a number 
of appointments In the 11th 
Oongressional District. In some 
conununities ” he said, “politi­ 
cal committees liave picked 
political pets, sod run rough­ 
shod otrer highly qualified vet­ 
erans, men with long post^ ex­ 
perience, 
and overwhelming 
community opinion. 


*‘In some areas appointments 
are so enmeshed m politics, it 
has been impossible to even get 
a permanent postmaster on the 
job. Outraged citizens who are 
not a part of majority party 
special political committees can 
only stand by and watch. Mean­ 
while. our career postal em­ 
ployes are constant passed 
over by brokers in political 
power with no postal experi­ 
ence, and ttieir morale is wreck­ 
ed. Tlie bill 1 introduced last 
week would cod all that,” Rup­ 
pe said, **«nd it is high time 
for action." 


The Ruppe BUI calls ftor fu 
ture postmaster and rural car 
rier vacancies to be filled from 
within the career postal ser< 
vice where possible. It contains 
strict prohibitions against use 
of political infuence in nwikinf 
these appointments, snd im{>08e 
criminal penalties for viola­ 
tions. Ruppe is a member of 
the Post Office Committee that 
IS responsible for considering 
this legiilsition.

“On the other has0, govem- 
m«its must provide uxl protect 
the freedom within which re­ 
sponsible parents can exercise a 
true moral choice, and it is this 
pn^lem that most coocccns 
American bishops. 


The Pope asks only that the 
stronger governments refrain 
from seizing upon Itanily ptan- 
nlng as tiie only answer to pov­ 
erty, and that they avoid gener­ 
ating societal pressures that 
might infringe on the freedom 
of married couples.**

ANN ARBOR (AP) ~ Ralph 
C. Nuss today awaited transifer 
to the Ionia State Hospital fcr 
the Criminally Insane, secure in 
the knawledge that be will not 
stand trial for the murder of a 
19-vear-old Canadian boy. 


The 30-year'^ld former federal 
prison officrai was committed to 
the hospital after being ad> 
judged a criminal sexual psy­ 
chopath Wednesday. He is being 
held in Washtenaw County Jail. 


Circuit Judge William F. Agcr 
Jr. oi-dered Nuss committed af­ 
ter a two-week hearing to de­ 
termine whether Nuss shculd 
stand trial for the murder last 
fall of Tom Brown of Windsor, 
Ont. 


Can’t Be Tried 


Now, under provisions of the 
new Criminal Sexual Psycho- 
patiiic Law, Nuss nevei- can be 
ti-ied for Brown’s murder. 


He could, however, be tried for 
the Oct. 16 Slaying cf Arland 
Withrow, 17, of Ypsilanta Town­ 
ship. if the Stale files charges. 


Federal murder charges were 
filed against Nuss in the With­ 
row case, but were dropped 
when it was ascertained the 
crime had not been committed 
cn federal property. 


Nuss was a rehabilitation 
worker at the Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution at Milan until 
his arrest. 


Pelice were seeking a solu­ 
tion to the Brown and Withrow 
murders when another teen<iger 
complained that Nuss attempt­ 
ed to take indecent liberties 
with him. 


Ceifased Murders 


Under questioning, Nuss con­ 
fessed to the murders, the FBI 
said. 


His confession, altliouf^ nev­ 
er quoted publicly, was ad­ 
mitted into evidence during the 
sanity hearing. 


Also included as evidence 
were the statements of live psy­ 
chiatrists that Nuss is a homo­ 
sexual and obtained sexual grat­ 
ification through the killings. 


Nuss w^s called to testify but 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment, 


concerning selfincrimination, 23 
timeg. 


Aget said his decision to com­ 
mit Nuss was difficult because 
there was some doubt whether 
the Legislature contemplated 
such a case when it passed the 
Criminal Sexual Psychopa^ic 
Law. 


Under provisions^ of the law, 
which took effect March 10, the 
State Pepartm^t of Mental 
Health has final jurisdiction ov­ 
er persons committed to it as 
criminal sexual psyciiopaths and 
may parole a persons when it 
sees fit. 


Oppeses Parele 


If, after two years on parole, 
the subject has not reverted to 
the criminal psychopathic be­ 
havior that led to his commit­ 
ment, he may be free of prose­ 
cution on the original charge. 


Formeiiy, a person commit­ 
ted to a state mental Institution 
under such circumstances, was 
returned to the jurisdiction of 
the court that ordered the com­ 
mittment upon release from the 
mental institution. 


Agcl* said that he hoped Nuss 
never would be paroled. 


Referring to a statement 
made by Nuss to the FBI, Ager 
said: - 


“This statement contaias the 
most sadistic activity by a hu­ 
man being that has ever been 
brought^ before this comi. He 
has committed two murders as 
part of his sexual behavior.’* 


Ager added:
